BIOGRAPHICAL DATA 



Trainee #1 waa born on 13 September 190^1- at Kuressaare, Estonia. He 
married Salme Epler of Narva, Estonia on 27 October 1928* Trainee is the 
father of two sons. He was educated in Tallin war schools and graduated 
from the military academy there. He has a vast amount of military 
and Intelligence experience having worked in the Estonian Intelligence 
Service, Finnish and German Military Intelligence Service, British 
Intelligence from to 19^ and with the United States Intelligence 
since 1950. Trainee reached the rank of Captain in 193^ while working 
for Estonian Intelligence Service. His 28 years of intelligence 
experience has Included analysis and coi^llatlon, intelligence liaison, 

CE instruction, W/T, trainiiag and recruiting, assessment and handling of 
Russian, Baltic, German and U.S. agents. He also assisted in the dispatch 
of agents into the USSR. FToa 1951 to 1953 he was utilized by CSOB as an 
operational assistant. Trainee has the following language capabilities: 
Estonian, Russian, German, French, Finnish, Polish and English. His 
previous intelligence training includes Escape and Evasion which he had 
3 through 7 June 1957- 

Trainee ;f2 was bom in Kurskaya Oblast, USSR on 20 December 1918. He 
was married in 19^3 ^^t separated from his wife and has not lived with 
her since 19^9* In November 1950, Trainee’s position was that of an 
executive officer for the 932nd OZAD. It was at the 932 OZPiD that Trainee 
met his second wife, Ingrid, a waitress in the officer’s mess. Trainee 
attended elementary school in Skovorodnyevo from 1926 to 1930. From 1930 
to 1934 , he attended seven year school in Kurskaya Oblast. From 1934 to 
1938, he attended and coiqpleted teacher training school in Igov. In 1939, 
he was drafted by the Khomutovskii RVK. Attended the 1st and 2nd Kiev 
Artillery Schools until 1941, at which time he transferred to AAA School 
in Gorki! , graduating with honors, with rank of lieutenant and remained as 
platoon commander till Septeaiber 19^1* From 1941 to 19,44,^ Trainee served 
in the 6th PVO Zone In Moscow as AAA officer. Frcm 1944 to 1947, he was 
promoted to assistant Chief of Staff of Regiitent with rank of Captain. 

Trainee was demobilized in April 1947- In 19^ to 1951, Trainee was 
recalled to active duty by the RVK ( Moscow )and sent iiamediately to the GOFG, 
assigned as Chief of Staff to the 932nd separate AAA BatteOion. Promoted 
to rank of Major in February 1950. In September 1951 ^ he was reduced in 
function as a result of disciplinary action taken against him for fraternizing 
and transferred to the 935th separate AAA Battalion. For a second offense 
of fraternizing, Trainee was demoted to Captein on 3 Noveznber 1951 and 
received orders to return to the USSR. He then defected to the U.S. Sector 
of Berlin in December 1951- Trainee started working for U.S. Intelligence In 
1952 . Trainee has the following language capabilities: Russian, German emd 

Ukrainian. Previous Intelligence training in Tradecraft Training in Germany, 
dated I 8 August to 30 September 1952.
